Chatham’s Canadian Legion soc¬ 
cer eleven captured the Legion Cup 
by defeating the London Roosevelt 
Branch by a 5-2 score in a soccer 
match at Labatt Park on Satur¬ 
day afternoon.

renewed the once-stinging interest 
of soccer in Chatham. 


top honors in the Chatham and 
District Football Association and 
the increased interest in soccer in 
Chatham’s public and high schools, 
the game is fast becoming one of 
the city’s most popular sports. 

The renewed interest in soccer 
in this area started shortly after 
the war years and the large in¬ 
flux of Europeans and other Nat¬ 
ionalities to this country accounts 
for a large measure of the increa¬ 
sed interest. 

Soccer in the elementary schools 
is enjoyed .by over 150 participants 
while action in high schools is 
restricted to WOSSA competition. 
So popular is the sport in the high 
schools, that International exhi¬ 
bitions are played each year with 
Cranbrook, Michigan. Both the 
Chatham Collegiate and Vocation¬ 
al school take turns at hosting the 
event each season. " \ 

/The history of the present Chat¬ 
ham and District Football Asso¬ 
ciation dates back to the late nin- 
ties until the present. 

Two world wars halted the pro¬ 
gress of soccer in Chatham but 
following the war a terrific boom 
was to take place. 

RENEW INTEREST 

Soccer, perhaps, is played more 
on the European continent than it 
is in North America. However, 


Following the war, Biil Shulver 
the man who more than any oth¬ 
er person in the district tried to 
keep soccer alive, called a meet¬ 
ing at the request of the new play¬ 
ers and former Chatham players 
to form a soccer league here. 

The response was overwhelming 
Former players including Carson 
and Richard Burke, Bill Stephens 
Bill Tope, Ernie Violet, Sid Ry- 
lett, Reg Catton and Harry French 
rallied together to form a new 
league in this area. 

Colonel I. V. Nurse provided the 
proposed league with a soccer ball 
and with the active support of 
Walter Charteris, Harold Hunter, 
Bill Cook, Reg Drake, Bill Dav¬ 
idson, Alf Mills. Art Walker, Bill 
Orr, Ted Cruse, Art Ernteman, 
Joe Emmott and- the late A. L. 
Thompson, the Chatham and Dis¬ 
trict Football Association was re¬ 
formed. t 

Soon after the league was for¬ 
med, Chatham had acquired its 
first Ontario Soccer Championship 
and a year later went as far as 
the Western Ontario Soccer fin¬ 
als. 

The Ontario Football Association 
asked Chatham to affiliate and 
gave full recognition. During the

past few years, two Chathamite&to the turn of the century. Through¬ 
out the history of the Chatham 
and District Soccer league, Mit¬ 
chell’s Bay has always had a rep¬ 
resentative.

The present soccer loop nearly 
became extinct, when in the 1950- 
1952 season, the difference of play¬ 
ing rules between European and 
Canadian soccer caused 1 friction 
within the league itself. 

REORGANIZED • 

Drastic action which resulted 
in players being suspended from 
league play, clubs lined and sus¬ 
pended was taken by the local 
soccer executive comprising Alf 
Mills, Dave Seton, Bill Shulver, 
Bob Metcalf and Ernie Violet to 
make the game the clean sport 
it is reputed to be. 

The association is now one of 
the most efficient in the Province. 
At present, only three teams com¬ 
prise the Chatham and District 
Association, but plans for next 
season may include another three 
teams. 

Chatham Is represented in the 
league by Moore Hotspurs who 
follow a line of variously named 
Hotspur teams over the past de¬ 
cade. This team, during the last 
ten years has signed players pre¬ 
dominantly of Canadian and Eng¬ 
lish background. Numbered am¬ 
ong the players over this period 
are well known stars who include 
the Cowan brothers, Tommy and 
Lou, Boomer Harding, Jim White 
Bus Land, Tommy Wishart. Osy

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Vimy Wins Crown 


The Vimy basketball team fought their way 
to a championship last night, Tuesday, 18 
April, 1944, downing a strong team from 
Barriefield, in a very closely contested game, 
by a score of 31-30. The game, played in 
true championship form, was the hardest 
fought and most closely contested of the 
season. The score is a very accurate repre¬ 
sentation of the two teams, with Vimy having 
a slight edge for the greater part of the game. 

Vimy, fully realizing the strength of their 
opponents, dug in right from the opening 
jump, and checked the fast flying mechanics 
to a standstill. The first half was nip and 
tuck all the way, with Signals checking furi¬ 
ously, only taking time out to score and 
keep themselves in the lead. The half-time 

score was 19-17 for Vimy. 

During the second half both teams com¬ 
menced using the same tactics, but then Vimy 
got the order from the bench and away they 
went after a few baskets. They succeeded 
in building up a lead of six points with five 
minutes to go to the end of the game. The 
boiler makers from Ordnance weren’t to be 
outdone and with five minutes to go they 
weighed anchor. The last four minutes were 
exhausting. The boys forgot everything else 
and their playing was tops for any league. 
Ordnance scored five points in those dying 
minutes to draw them within one basket of 
a championship, but the Vimy boys had other 
ideas and left them no opening from which 
they could get that payoff count. 

Players Were Exhausted 

They were a tired bunch of boys who lifted 


the rafters with their cheers at the final 
whistle and were every inch champions. The 
game was played very cleanly and the offici¬ 
ating was “tops” with the referee having 
complete charge of what most people would 
term a referee’s headache because of the 
speed, passing and close checking in the 
game. 

It is the usual custom to say such and 
such was top scorer or somebody played well, 
but we choose to adopt the unorthodox 
method. The boys on both teams played 
their best. Every man on the Vimy team 
gave his all for the cause and it is because 
of this we refuse to designate one or two 
stars. 

The spirit and team work of the winners 
throughout the season was something to be 
admired and followed by succeeding teams.

CHATHAM — You can be flabby-muscled, pot-bellied 
and have lungs like paper bags but you can still play. 

No need for hours of exhausting conditioning either. In 
fact, most players spend much of their training time sitting 
behind a glass of beer. 

The sport? . . . darts, the game which began in English 
pubs and is rapidly becoming the workingman’s sport in 
Canada, It’s cheap, easy, individual 1 and is quickly becom¬ 
ing big business, with thousands of dollars offered in prizes 
every year. 

Three of the biggest money winners in the province are 
natives of Chatham and for them, up to 10 years of practice 
is finally paying off. 

Clifford Scott, Alan Heyninck and Wilfred (Boomer) 
Harding are all acknowledged Ontario champions, having 
won the provincial Legion championships held in 
Cambridge last May. Scott and Harding teamed up to win 
the doubles championship while Heyninck took the singles 
title. 

All three were part of a powerhouse Branch 28 Legion 
team which “made themselves known” in the tournament. 

“The Beaches Club from Toronto used to win it every 
year,” smiled Boomer Harding. “I guess it’s because they 
had all those transplanted Englishmen. But after this year 
they all know where Chatham is.” 

Branch 28 has always been a hotbed of darts play but it 
is only recently that it has taken on the role of creator of 
champions. 

According to Branch sports director George Brown, the 
club now has 320 people in its house league, about half of 
whom are women. 

Mr. Brown feels the economics of the game may have 
contributed to its rise. 

“A set of darts only cost about 65 cents and the best 
board only $20,” he said. “And it can be played 
anywhere.” 

For the three Legion champions the Branch 28 pub 
room in the club’s basement is the training ground. Every 
night players line up to use any one of the 16 boards which 
line the walls. 

“We practise three or four nights a week when there is a 
tournament coming up,” explained Mr, Scott. “You can’t 
let down because *f you throw a bad game in a tournament 


you’re through. The competition is tough.” 

It’s no wonder. 

Winning teams often split up more than $500 in prize 
money between themselves while individual winners can 
often corqe away with as much as $300. 

Tournaments are now offering total prizes ranging up to 
$5,000. 

“The money comes in handy but a lot of it goes to pay 
Your expenses,” said Mr. Harding. “Not m any of us are in 
it for the money.” 

^ They may be soon, however. Next year will see the first 
Canadian national dart championships which will provide 
a winner to compete against the best European teams. 

Some players even foresee the creation of a dart pro tour 
similar to golf tours with big business backing and more 
lucrative prizes. 

When you are talking about that kind of competition, 
players have to be good. Skill and concentration count for 
everything according to the three champions. 

“Your stance has a lot to do with your performance,” 
explained Mr. Heyninck, who has been playing for about 
six years compared with the other men’s ten, “You have to 
find your own style and quite often your own darts — the 
ones with the right weight and ‘feel’. 

“We have had our darts specially made to our 
specifications,” he added. “You pick the type of metal and 
feathers you want and it can cost up to $40.” 

Most important of all, however, is concentration, 
something that isn’t always easily come by in crowded and 
noisy Legion halls — still the centre of most dart-playing, 
even though other, non-Legion clubs are beginning to open 
up across the province. 

“The hard thing about darts is that most fans who watch 
the games are usually players themselves,” explained Mr. 
Scott, “So they can be quite critical sometimes.” 

“Sometimes audience participation helps though,” add¬ 
ed Mr, Harding: “Quite ofteq when I throw everyone will 
crowd around and encourage me,” 

The concentration combined with encouragement 
appeared to do the job for Mr. Harding during the Ontario 
championships. 

During his last game he threw a perfect 180 score — 
three darts in the two inch by one-half inch triple-20 area.

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National Darts Federation Championships 


This year saw another sig¬ 
nificant piece of re-structur¬ 
ing in the mens and ladies 
events. The four person 
team was phased out as a 
recognizable part of the 
Championships. In fact, it 
had not really existed as such 
for a couple of years because 
the teams of four had played 
only singles and doubles in 
the round robin sections. It 
was also very time consum¬ 
ing and had, on a number of 
occasions in the past, extend¬ 
ed play until the early hours 
of the morning. A further 
improvement was the intro¬ 
duction of the ‘2 out of 3’ 
format in both singles and 
doubles round robins: in this 
way a little extra ‘pressure’ 
was inserted into the play 
because each round was 
being played for a match win 
rather than game points. 

Saturday Morning 
Saturday morning saw the 
last eight in each event 
battling for a place in the 
semi-finals on stage. The 
game is never easy at this 
level but by now the standard 
was approaching world class, 
particularly in the mens 
events. The scene was set 
for the semi-finals and final 
of each event to be played 
out on-stage: CTV’s film 
camera crews were in place; 
Tony Green, the world’s 
number 1 referee/caller from 
London, England was on- 
hand; Ollie Croft, Scretary 
General of the World Darts 
Federation was there to help 


direct the cameras and act as 
an official observer; John 
Meade of Britain’s Yorkshire 
Television , and the first pro¬ 
ducer to really put darts on 
British TV, was there to help 
•CTV’s production team; and, t 
most important of all, 800 
hootin’ hollerin’ darts en¬ 
thusiast fans were in their 
seats waiting for it all to 
happen. The NDFC’s dream 
of presenting darts as a 
spectator sport was about to 
come true. And so it was, 
with cameras almost literally 
up to their armpits, that 
Canada’s players really 
turned it on. 

Ladies Doubles 

In the ladies doubles, Ber¬ 
nice Jordon and Amy Earle 
of Newfoundland took the 
gold medal by beating Liz 
Chammartin and Norma 
Yanot of Manitoba in the 
final; losing semi-finalists 
were Molly Scoffield and 
Jane Barclay of New Bruns¬ 
wick and Manon Imbault and 
Blanche Bedard of Quebec. 
The ladies singles saw Stacy 
Walker of Alberta beat last 
years champion, Rani Gill of 
Ontario, in the final; Avril 
Kirby (BC) and Amy Earle 
(Newfoundland) were losing 
semi-finalists. Stacy’s win 
books her seat to the 
Women’s World Singles 
Championship in London, 
England, in December. 

In the mens doubles came 


the big surprise - to everyone 
that is except Quebec - when 
Richard Drolet and Richard 
Dassylva took the gold medal 
by beating Tony Holyoake 
and Greg Lazaruk of Alberta. 

The two Richards beat the 
Newfoundland pair of Bob 
Milley and Harry Pope in the 
semi-finals whilst the Alber¬ 
ta pair beat Bob Sinnaeve 
and Frank Varley of Ontario. 

By this stage, the men play 
best of 3 sets with each set 
being the best of 3 legs or 
games. In most darts tourna¬ 
ments, the mens singles 
event is usually looked upon 
as that which will produce 
the fiercest competition and 
therefore it is the most 
prestigeous. Well the 1983 
NDFC National mens singles 
event certainly followed that 
tradition. 

The final was contested by 
Chipper MacKinnon of Nova 
Scotia, who beat Tony Holy¬ 
oake of Alberta in ths semi¬ 
final, and Bob Sinnaeve of 
Ontario who beat Richard 
Drolet of Quebec in this 
semi-final. Chipper took the 
first leg of the first set but 
Bob came back to take the 
next two to go one set up. 

Shooting Well 

The second set saw Sinnaeve 
shoot tremendously well but 
he couldn’t finish; Mac¬ 
Kinnon doesn’t say ‘no’ to 
that kind of treatment and he 
took the second set 2 
straight, including an 18 dart 
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second leg, to even things 
up. The first leg of the last 
set went to MacKinnon in 20 
darts and Sinnaeve looked 
like he was in trouble: 
second leg to Sinnaeve in 21 
darts and it was all on the 
final leg of the third set. 
With Chipper requiring 111 
after 15 darts each in the 
final leg, Bob took out 86 to 
finish an 18 dart leg and take 
the National title. 

Tremendously Successful 

Mr. William Bourne - 
Senior Vice-President of 
Carling O’Keefe Breweries 
presented the award to all 
the winners on CTV’s “Wide 
World of Sports’’. 

All-in-all, a tremendously 
successful National Champ¬ 
ionship which must Have 
impressed the NDFC’s 
National sponsors Carling 
O’Keefe, McGuinness and 
Panasonic. Big time darts 
with TV coverage can only 
become a reality with the 
support of corporate spon¬ 
sors of this calibre and the 
NDFC must be very pleased 
with the way things went. 

Call the Stations 

By the way, if you did not 
see the TV shows, call your 
local CTV network stations 
and ask for a repeat. If you 
did see them, call anyway 
and demand more darts - 
theres a lot of you out there 
so make sure your voices are 
heard

1978. 

Johnston, 21, is an all¬ 
round athlete, participating 
in basketball, volleyball, slow- 
pitch, fastball and floor 
hockey. She had been award¬ 
ed the St. Clair College 
“female athlete of the year 
award” and was an all- 
Ontario college basketball 
player. 

Houston grew up in 
Dresden and spent much of 
his developing years in the 
Dresden minor hockey 
organization. He eventually 
reached the National Hockey 
League, playing for the Atlan¬ 
ta Flames, Calgary Flames 
and Los Angeles Kings, for a 
total of 11 years. Today he 
coaches the senior Chatham 
Maroons. 

Richardson established 
herself as the finest athlete 
from the Lambton-Kent Com¬ 
posite School. Among many 
other accomplishments, she 
was a track finalist at 
SWOSSA. 

Brewer was an excellent 
catcher and an all-round great 
baseball player from the area. 
He played inter-county had a 
a pro tryout in the United 
States. As the Dresden arena 
manager, he was a major con¬ 
tributor to local amateur 
sports. 

Smith was a resident of 
Wabash until her marriage 


last year. She enthusiastically 
participates in many amateur 
sports including baseball, 
volleyball, basketball, golf 
and cross-country skiing.

For Wilfred “Boomer” 
Harding, it was a proud 
moment. He was among 
those individuals who 
received an Olympic- 
type award in early 
February, a tribute to 
his athletic ac¬ 
complishments over the 
years. 

The gold-coloured 
medallion, strung with a 
red ribbon, hangs proud¬ 
ly in the Harding 
household in Chatham 
Township, flanked by 
dozens and dozens of 
other trophies the 
72-year-old has been 
awarded with during his 
lifetime. They point to 
his athletic prowess in 
baseball, soccer, hockey 
and darts. 

Of the latter, Boomer 
still throws darts; and 
almost every gleaming 
trophy in the Harding 
showcase is a tribute to 
an accomplishment 
associated with that 
sport. 

But Boomer is 
perhaps best known for 
baseball and hockey. He 
was a member of the 
Chatham Coloured All- 
Stars when they won the 
Ontario Baseball 
Association’s In¬ 
termediate ‘B’ cham¬ 
pionship in 1934. Not on¬ 
ly was the team the first 
black baseball team to 
win the title, but the Col¬ 
oured All-Stars were 
also the first Chatham 
team to bring a provin¬ 
cial title back home to 
the Maple City. 

Boomer easily recalls 
those days. The Col¬ 
oured All-Stars were 
organized in 1933 at 
Sterling Park in the city. 
They played softball, 
but then switched to 
baseball. Boomer played 
first base, but on occa¬ 
sion played outfield. In 
later years he also 
played the catcher’s 
position, and managed 
the team.

Boomer played with 
the All-Stars for about 
three seasons. 

He was born in 


Chatham, and at an ear¬ 
ly age developed a keen 
interest in all types of 
sports. His knickname 
came from a popular 
newspaper comic 
character at the time. 
Boomer says almost 
nobody knows him as 
Wilfred. 

He married a Dover 
Township girl in 1940, 
Joy Handsor, but soon 
joined the war effort. 
However, Boomer’s war 
career is unlike most 


other veterans’; he 
played sports. 

“I signed up at 
Chatham, but some ma¬ 
jor from a London regi¬ 
ment saw my name, and 
soon I was playing 
hockey in London for an 
army team there. Later, 
I was stationed at 
Kingston and played 
hockey there.” 

During his Kingston 
days, Boomer played 
against many of the 
hockey pros, including 
Syl Apps. Although it 


a particular play during 
a hockey game. “Yoi 
can’t forget playing th< 
professionals,” he ex 
plained. 

Boomer was overseas 
in Britain for about twc 
years, but found that h€ 
played baseball and 
hockey for the Canadian 
Army. He was given 
preferential treatment 
by the commanders so 
he could play hockey, 


sometimes as much as 
six nights a week. 

“I loved it,” he says 
today. “It was sports all 
the time.” 

However, Boomer did 
put down his stick long 
enough to be part of the 
occupational forces in 
Holland following the 
Allies’ victory. He 
returned to Canada in 
1946. 

It wasn’t too long 
after his return that 
Boomer played soccei 
for a team sponsored b> 
Br. 28 of the Itoyal Cana 
dian Legion. The tean 
beat a Brantford squac 
one year to win the On 
tario soccer title. 

During those post-wai 
years, Boomer alsc 
played hockey, and was 
a centre forward for the 
Windsor Staffords foi 
two seasons. The Staf¬ 
fords played homt 
games in both Windsor 
and Detroit. During one 
of these two seasons, 
Boomer’s team won the 
season but lost the 
Ontario-Michigar 
amateur hockey title. 

Over the years 
Boomer has also been in¬ 
volved with track and 
field, basketball, as well 
as coaching and umpir¬ 
ing. 

In recent years, 
however, his focus of at¬ 
tention has been drawn 
to darts, an activity he’s 
been involved with for 
over 40 years. As a 
member of the Legion- 
sponsored team, he’s 
thrown darts at tour¬ 
naments in Las Vegas, 
Chicago, Detroit, 
Philadelphia and 
Florida. 

As for the Olympic 
award he received in ear¬ 
ly February, Boomer 
was one of 18 Chatham 
Township residents 
recognized by the 
municipality for their 
contribution to the com¬ 
munity, either through 
athletics or through 
other achievements. 

A retired postman 
these days, Boomer and 
Joy live in a comfortable 
mobile home located in 
Chatham Township’s St. 
Clair Estate, immediate¬ 
ly north of the North 
Maple Mall. They have 
one son, as well as two 
grandchildren. And 
Boomer happily 
acknowledges that his 
grandson is active in 
Chatham’s minor 
hockey league.

His consistent over-80 ringer 
percentage carried him to 
World’s championships in 1965 
and 1968. His won-lost mark was

Observers agreed that Ken 
Smith of Monkton is the only 
one around who can compete 
on Hohl’s level- The champion 
had a 13-0 record at the Chat¬ 
ham event with Smith 
right behind, owning a 12-1 
mark. 

Held last year at Wellesley, 
the home of the champion, the

Everybody had a good time 
watching Four’s Enough 


NORTH BUXTON - Every year for the 
past 56 years, the village of North Buxton 
comes alive with the sounds of singing adults 
and playing children. 

The tiny hamlet celebrates every Labor 
Day with a huge homecoming that brings 
families together, sometimes the only chance 
people have all year to see relatives. 

They really whoop it up in North Buxton on 
the last long weekend of the summer and the 
old cliche, ‘A goodtime was had by all’ is a 
very good way of describing things. 

Color Your World of the Chatham 
Industrial Fastball League added something 
special to this year’s annual celebration when 
they booked in California’s Four’s Enough, a 
barnstorming fastball team with just four 
players, for an exhibition game at North 
Buxton Park Monday. 

Four’s Enough rivals the king of the 
barnstormers, Eddie Feigner and his 
fabulous King and His Court team, which has 
been beating the daylights out of nine-man 
teams for over 20 years. 

The California squad, fashioned two years 
a£o by leaders Rick and Ron Rupp, hope to 
one day take over where Feigner leaves off. It 
has been a dream of the founding brothers to 
have a travelling team of four men since they 
were youngsters and they put on quite a show 
in North Buxton Monday. 

“We saw King and His Court play in c 
California and both my brother and myself 
have thought about such a team for quite 
some time,” Rick Rupp explained while 
warming up for the North Buxton game. “We 
put the team together last year with friends 
we’ve played baseball with all our lives and 
got a lot of help from our dad Lanny. ’ ’ 

Four’s Enough hail from Long Beach, 
Calif, and were signed by Trino Palacios the 
booking agent of the California Cuties, an all¬ 
girl barnstorming team. 


Rppp’s longterm plans include taking over 
froih Feigner, when the old boy retires, and 
that shouldn’t pose too much of a problem 
since all of Four’s Enough players average in 
age around 23. 

Both outstanding athletes and both 
handling the pitching chores, although Ron, 
the elder statesman of the two, does most of 
the tossing, while Rick handles shortstop. 

Ron dazzles batters with a wide variety of 
pitches. He shoots them in at different 
speeds, over his back, under his legs, 
blindfolded and blows a mean pitch in from 
second base. His bat does some talking also, 
as witnessed Monday when he hit the first 
pitch of the game deep into left field. 

The next time up, still in the first inning, 
Ron sent another blast into deep cornfield. In 
the fifth inning he hit a grand slam that put 
Four’s Enough ahead for good. It was his 
110th circuit blow of the year. “Actually I’ve 
hit 102 but I don’t count the ones I hit against 
the girls team,” he remarked. 

Rick patrols the left side of the infield and 
moves quicker than any shortstop in the 
major leagues. He had a rough day at the 
plate only hitting a triple and three singles. 

Rick Hughes plays on the right side of the 
infield and is equally as fast as Rick Rupp. 
The team cheerleader, Hughes, kept up his 
end by mouthing off at umpire Wilford if 
‘Boomer’ Harding and even changed 
positions with Boomer, giving him a walk in 
the fifth that represented the first run of Ron 
Rupp’s grand slam. 

Ralph Castillo, the catcher and the quiet 
one of the team, had a sprained ankle and did 
not bat. 

With all the clowning around and no 
outfielders, Four’s Enough downed Color 
Your World 9-8. Rick Rupp admitted the team 
was not at its peak but they still played well 
enough to win. 



The Rupps’ idea for the team was helped 
along by their father Lanny, who has been 
involved with fastball for two decades in Long 
Beach and who managed the Lakewood Jets 
to the International Softball Congress world 
title in 1973. 

With their father’s financial backing and 
Palacios’ booking knowledge. Four’s Enough 
set out on the road with their trick pitches, 
trick plays, trick fielding and throwing to 
provide light comedy and good wholesome 
family entertainment for people of all ages. 

The team plays upwards of 120 games in the 
summer, throughout Canada and the United 
States. Rick Rupp said plans are under way 
now for tours of New Zealand and Australia 
later on this year. 


J. C, Dudley lofted a long homer off of Ron 
Rupp in the second and hit another solo shot 
in the fifth. Shawn Henderson cracked a 
homer in the fifth just ahead of Dudley and 
the rest of the hits were mainly ground rule 
doubles.

Baseball, fastball, slow pitch. 

While the three summer pastimes have 
their differences, there is one constant all 
three need to function properly. 

No, it’s not coaches, managers or even 
players. What all three need is umpires. 
Those oftimes-maligned individuals who 
give up their time for the good of the game, 
and in some cases their wallets. 

You have to have coaches and players, of 
course, but without umpires the games are 
reduced to sandlot status. Plenty of fun, 
but little organization. 

It is the umpire who keeps control and 
makes league play feasible. Without them, 
there are no leagues, associations or 
championships to play for. 



But the number of umpires in this area, 
in all three sports is dwindling, to drastic 
proportions in some cases. 

While fastball and slow pitch leagues are 
just barely keeping pace with the number 
of games they have to officiate, area base¬ 
ball leagues suffering, especially at the ju¬ 
nior and senior level. 

“Right now there’s just nobody that will 
do it,” said A1 Alward, manager of the 
Chatham Copperfields Diamonds of the 
Western Counties Senior Baseball League. 
“I’ve checked in Windsor, Wallaceburg 
and Sarnia and nobody is willing to send 
umpires. 

“Finding any umpire is really hard, 
they’re all doing fastball or slow pitch, no¬ 
body wants to do baseball anymore.” 

There is presently no local umpires asso¬ 
ciation for baseball, minor or otherwise, 
leaving teams to make do with people they 
can find on their own. Chatham Minor 
Baseball Association runs a clinic at the 
start of each year to card as many umpires 
as they can, but the number never meets 
the need. 

“It’s been a real thorn in our side,” said 
CMBA president Peter Cobb. “It’s a prob¬ 
lem minor baseball is going to have to deal 
with in the future. We offer a course every 
year through the OBA (Ontario Baseball 
Association) and try to scratch and claw to 
get umpires.” 

The lack of an umpire-in-chief has also 
hampered the local minor association, 
leaving the job of finding umpires up to 
coaches and convernors. And that is a task 
which is becoming increasingly time con¬ 
suming. 

“I’ve been doing all right, but it’s time 
consuming for the coach,” said Larry La- 
hey, coach of the McDonald’s Peewee

travel team. “I’ve always been able to get 
them, but the system just isn’t right. If we 
had an umpire-in-chief and pay him it 
would work better I believe.” 

An umpire-in-chief would certainly take 
a lot of the burden off of the travel team 
coaches, but still the problem exists. 
Where do you get the umpires themselves? 

The minor leagues have the benefit of us¬ 
ing a number of midget, juvenile and ju¬ 
nior players who are interested in picking 
up some extra spending money. But where 
does that leave the junior and senior 
teams? 

“I can get people to do the bases, but be¬ 
hind the plate I have to rely on two or three 
people and when you play two or three 
games a week it can be tough,” said A1 
Crosier, who oversees Chatham’s junior 
and juvenile baseball teams. 

So where have these umpires gone? 
Many have simply retired from the game, 
but a strong compliment of others have re¬ 
verted to fastball and slow pitch. The 
games are faster, the pace a bit slower and 
the money just as good, sometimes better. 

“A lot of guys have retired from when I 
was coming up,” said Alward, who played 
minor, junior and senior baseball in Chat¬ 
ham. “They’ve just faded away and no¬ 
body has come up to fill in the gap.” 

Although a number of former baseball 
umpires have turned to fastball and slow 
pitch, those leagues are not immune to the 
problem. They’re just a bit better off. 

“We’ve got 13 umpires on a regular basis 
to do the Chatham Industrial (fastball) 
league and all the other area fastball 
leagues and it makes it awful tough,” said 
Pete Jones, who assigns umpires for local 
fastball umpires’ association. “With the in¬ 
crease in slow pitch most umpires are 
doing that now. 

“They get the same money with a lot less 
hassle.” 

Ken McConnell, one of the directors of 
the Maple City Slo-Pitch umpires’ associa¬ 
tion, echoed those sentiments. 

“We’ve got 79 teams and only 30 officials 
and what compounds the problem is that 
some guys still play and coach so they 
can’t umpires games in their own division 
or on nights when they are playing or 
coaching,” he said. 

But, McConnell said, the association has 
been able to stay on an even keel while 
fastball and baseball league are just not re¬ 
placing the umpires they lose. 

And make no mistake about it, they are 
losing umpires to various slow pitch 
leagues. The games are quick, the money 
good and the big thing, the umpires have 
less pressure and do not have to put up 
with as much flak. 

That seems to be the key thing in talking 
to present and former umpires. They sim¬ 
ply do not want to put up with the hassles 
they get in fastball and baseball. 

Although some umpires are there mainly 
for the money, most are there because they 


Reaume also indicated the ever-preseni 
change in society as having an affect on 
the umpiring situation. 

“You’ve got to be a special type of per¬ 
son. We did it because we loved it. 

“We didn’t make much money ($3 for the 
plate, $2 for the bases) but I guess we were 
a different breed back then. And you didn’t 
get the hassles you do now, there is too 
much emphasis on winning.” 

So, what is the answer? Since most um¬ 
pires agree the money they make is ad¬ 
equate, the answer must lie elsewhere. 

“To recruit people, I just don’t know how 
you’d do it,” said Ron McKinnon, president 
of the fastball umpires’ association. “It’s a 
real dilemma. If you could get some older 
people who are still in good physical shape 
for slow pitch it would help. 

“Fastball umpires are harder to get 
since there’s a good bit of pressure because 
it’s so fast.” 

Both Cobb and Crosier agree the answer 
for baseball, at least at the minor level, is 
to encourage more teenagers to become in¬ 
volved in umpires and then steadily bring 
them along. 


like the game and want to contribute. 
Name-calling and personal insults are just 
not worth it. 

And baseball and fastball teams simply 
give their umpires more problems than 
slow pitch teams. 

“I don’t think it’s the money, we’re ad- 
equatley paid for what we do,” said Mc¬ 
Connell, who has umpired all three sports 
and now only does slow pitch. 

“There’s less hassle and slow pitch has 
more of a social aspect to it. That’s the key 
thing. 

“There’s just too much crap (from base¬ 
ball and fastball), they want professional 
umpires.” 

It is that pressure and propensity for ver¬ 
bal abuse in those leagues that have 
caused umpires to gear themselves more 
towards slow pitch games. The money is 
just as good for baseball — $40 per game to 
do the plate at a Diamonds game and 
slightly less for the juniors — but the 
hassles are just not worth the money. 

“Slow pitch is a more leisurely-paced 
game,” McConnell said. “Not to say to cal¬ 
ibre is any less, but it’s not so much win, 
win win. 

“We have four or five people that have 
worked baseball and fastball and have just 
gotten out of it. And that’s their main rea¬ 
son, the hassle and flak they get.” 

Crosier, whose role as manager has seen 
him at odds with umpires on occassion, 
agrees. 

“What some of these coaches should re¬ 
alize is that these aren’t professional um¬ 
pires and they’re going to make mistakes,” 
he said. “They’re coming out on a volun¬ 
teer basis. 

“I myself have made complaints, but I 
try to keep it in perspective, there’s just no 
call for a lot of it.” 

But coaches are not the only ones to be 
blamed for driving umpires out of their 
game, players and parents have to take 
their share of the criticism. 

“In the younger groups it’s the parents 
who give you the problems and in the older 
groups it’s the players themselves,” said 
McKinnon. 

And those sentiments are not the sole 
property of present umpires. Well re¬ 
spected umpires who have since retired 
agree. ' 

“It can be a hassle, you have to take 
quite a bit from that end of it,” said 
Boomer Harding, one of the area’s most re¬ 
spected umpires of the 1960s and 70s. “The 
players you can control, it’s the parents 
you can’t do anything about. 

“The money is real good now, even little 
kids make more than we used to make. 

Ray Reaume, who like Harding, umpired 
in the area for nealy a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury, agrees. 

“Parents are a lot to blame for it, even 
in hockey,” said Reaume, who along with

Dennis McCord (1952- ) 



As Dennis grew up in Chatham he excelled at all sports he tried. At age 11 he won a gold 
medal at the Ontario YMCA Swimming in the breaststroke. Over the years he starred on 
5 Chatham baseball teams that won Ontario Championships and he also competed in 
track, football, and lacross. Dennis’ greatest achievements, however, came in hockey 
where he starred for the Chatham Junior Maroons, before playing Junior “A” for the London 
Knights. Dennis was drafted by the Vancouver Canucks and at age 21 played 
briefly with them. He ultimately played several successful years in the Western Hockey 
League, the Central Hockey League, and the International Hockey League. Dennis was the 
first Chatham Junior “A” player born in the Maple City to sign a professional contract. 
Dennis now lives in Chatham. 

- 1966 - at age 14 signed with the Chatham Maroons 

- 1967-68 - while still bantam age, played for the Junior “B" Maroons 

- 1968-69 - played for Chatham Maroons in the Western Ontario Junior “A” League - was voted to the first All-Star and was 

second in the best defenceman voting - was drafted by the Toronto Marlboros of the Major Junior “A” league 
-1969-70 - played for Toronto and then was traded to Kitchener Rangers but returned to Chatham to help the Maroons win 

-1970-71 - played for Chatham in the new Southern Ontario Junior “A” League and was voted to the first All-Star team and 

was named the League’s Best Defenceman - was drafted by the London Knights of the Major A League 

-1971-72 - played 59 games for London scoring 40 points (9 goals and 31 assists), and served 123 penalty minutes - was 

drafted by the NHL’s Vancouver Canucks in 8th round, 115th overall 

- 1972-73 & 1973-74 - played in over 70 games each year for Seattle Totems in the Western Hockey League, scoring 86 

points and serving 157 minutes in penalties - called up to Vancouver for 3 games in 1974 

- 1974-75 - played for Seattle Totems in the Central Hockey League 

- 1975-76 - played for Fort Wayne Comets of the International Hockey League 

- 1975-76 - played for Tulsa Oilers of the Central Hockey League 

- professional career statistics - games 242, goals 17, assists 86, points 103, penalty minutes 264

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While growing up in Chatham and attending John McGregor Secondary School, 
Randy was an all-round athlete. He competed in track and field, volleyball, minor 
hockey, but he excelled particularly in football and basketball. In 4 years of senior 
Panther football Randy was on undefeated teams as he played an ever-increasingly 
prominent role in helping to win 4 county and 4 SWOSSA Championships. He 
went on to star for the Wilfred Laurier Golden Hawks football team and to play 3 
seasons in the Canadian Football League including 1 Grey Cup Game.

- 1976-77 Basketball - only year of junior - starred on Kent Championship team, 
was first team all-star and team Most Valuable Player - Football - played on first

Randy Rybansky (1961- 



Herb Wakabayashi (1944- ) 

Herb was bom in British Columbia in 1944 but the family was moved eastward 
shortly after that, as were thousands of other Japanese-Canadian families. The 
Wakabayashi’s, arrived in Chatham in 1950. Shortly after that Herb became 
involved in sports, particularly minor hockey and minor baseball. He went on to 
excel at both sports at the local level with Chatham Junior Maroons and Ontario 
Baseball championship teams. Herb continued his excellent play at college, and 
international levels culminating with representing Japan in hockey at 3 different 
Winter Olympic Games. 

- 1964-65 - entered Boston University and had an outstanding year on the freshman 
hockey team 

- 1965-66 - set a Boston University, New England, and East Coast Athletic 
Conference record for most assists in a season with 51 - was named New England 
Sophomore of the Year, the Most Valuable Player in the Beanpot Tournament and to 
the All New England and All East Second Teams - playing with fellow Chathamite, 
Eddie Wright, they became famous for their penalty-killing talents and during one 
span did not allow a shot on goal for 36 consecutive minutes of man-short play 

-1966-67 - although his point production fell off his honours did not - named to All New England, All East, and All America 
First Teams - also named team Most Valuable Player and Athlete of the Year at Boston University 

- 1967-68 - repeated as All American and All New England - completed career as player with most assists (90) and was second 
all-time scoring (145 points) - played baseball with BU Terriers in senior year, hitting .367 and leading team to ECAC playoffs 

- 1978 - inducted into Boston University Athletic Hall of Fame 

-after university, went to Japan to play and coach hockey and ultimately played in three Olympics, in 1972 at Sapporo, 1976 at 
Innsbruck, and 1980 at Lake Placid, where he carried the Japanese flag at the Opening Ceremonies 

- currently lives in Richmond, BC but work takes him to Japan often

Wilfred “Boomer” Harding (1915-92) 

Boomer Harding was an extraordinarily talented, all round athlete who excelled at 
baseball, hockey, soccer, and softball. Unfortunately, being bom in 1915, he participated 
at a time when Blacks were not readily accepted. He faced prejudice head on and won 
the respect and friendship of many of his team mates, opponents, and sports fans across 
Ontario. Many believe that, if the time had been right, Boomer could have competed at a 
major league level in either baseball or hockey. For 50 years he participated at a very 
high level and left a legacy of courage, pride, determination, and sportsmanship. 

Baseball - beginning in 1933 at age 17, for over 20 years, starred for teams in Chatham 
and Kingston who regularly competed for district and provincial championships - most 
notably were the 1934 Chatham Colored All Stars who won the 1934 OB A 
Intermediate “B” Championship, the 1939 Colored All Stars who were OB A 
Intermediate “A” Championship finalists, and the 1948 Chatham Hadley Lumber team 
who were OBA Intermediate “A” champions 
Hockey - beginning in high school in 1931, for over 20 years, starred for teams in Chatham, London, and Kingston who 
competed for district and provincial championships - most notably were the 1943-44 London Army team that won the OHA 
Intermediate “A” Championship, the 1945-46 Canadian Army Group “D” Red Wings that toured Scotland, the 1946 Windsor 
Staffords of the International Amateur Hockey League where he became the first Black player to play at the Detroit Olympia, 
and the early 1950’s Chatham Golds who regularly competed for OHA Championships 

Highlights of Other Sports - soccer - 1933 Chatham Vocational School WOSSA Championship team, 1947 Br. 28 Legion, 
Ontario Legion Champions, 1949 Br. 28 Legion, Ontario Legion Finalists 

- track and field - 1929 KSSAA Jr. Boys Champion, 1934 KSSAA Sr. Boys Champion, 1944 Army Championship of Canada 
competed in 100 yards, pole vault (second place), and 4x100 yard relay (first place) as team won overall championship 

- softball - competed from 1930 to 1955 

- basketball - 1944 played for Vimy Signals, District Champions 

- bowling - 3 game total of 661 including 2 singles of 231 and 277 

- darts - 1962-1988 competed for Br.28 Legion in Open and Legion competitions consistently placing in the top 3 in many 
singles, doubles, and team matches 



Max Lenover (1918-91) 

This native of Chatham starred in track and field at both Chatham Collegiate and 
Chatham Vocational School which led to his competing in the British Empire Games in 
1938 and to entering Loyola University in Chicago on an athletic scholarship where he 
had an outstanding career. Max was bom in 1918 and passed away in Jacksonville, 

Florida in 1991. 

-1935 - set Ontario high school records in 440 yard and 880 yard events for boys under 
17 years old 

- 1937 - set Dominion Interscholastic Record in 880 yard event at 1:58.7 - set Canadian 
880 yard record of 1:53.6 and tied the quarter mile time - while still in high school, 
qualified for 1938 British Empire Games in the 880 yard event by beating former 
Canadian Olympian, Ab Conway, by 6 yards - also qualified for mile relay 

- 1938 - at British Empire Games in Australia, won first two heats but was spiked in the foot by a fellow competitor and had 

to retire from the games 

- 1939 - entered Loyola University in Chicago on a track scholarship 

- 1939-1942 - starred for Loyola’s track team winning every individual race in dual competition he ever entered, a total of 90 

first place medals - repeatedly set records in both the mile mn and the 880 while at school - for 4 years was key member of 
Loyola’s champion mile relay team - was inducted into the Loyola University Athletic Hall of Fame 

- 1942 - after graduation, went overseas with the Canadian Navy

Wilson “Copper” Leyte (1931- ) 

Copper was bom and raised in Newfoundland and is considered to be one of the finest 
hockey players the province has ever produced. From his high school performances in the 
early 1940’s through provincial senior hockey to Quebec junior hockey and Canadian 
senior hockey, Copper displayed great skill as a puck handler combined with exceptional 
skating and an intense desire to play at his highest level at all times. He arrived in 
Chatham in 1956 to play for the Senior Maroons helping to win the Allen Cup in 1959-60 
and some people consider him to be the finest player ever to put on a Maroon uniform. 

- 1947 - at age 16 joined the Buchans Miners senior team where he played for 3 years 
culminating with the team winning the Herder Trophy emblematic of the provincial 
senior championship in 1949-50 

- 1950-51 - played for Quebec Citadel major junior hockey team and was second line 
centre behind superstar Jean Beliveau who centered first line - team lost in Memorial 
Cup finals to Barrie Flyers 

- 1951-53 - played for Quebec Aces Senior team along with Beliveau and Coach Punch Imlach - in 1952 moved back to play 

defence - went to 3 training camps with the Montreal Canadians and played in several exhibition games with them - in 
1952 team won Alexander Cup emblematic of top senior team in Eastern Canada 

- 1953-56 - was an outstanding member of Glace Bay Miners, Charlottetown Islanders, and Amherst Ramblers of the 

Maritime Senior Hockey League - was picked up by Chatham Maroons for the 1956 Allan Cup finals 

- 1956-61 - starred for Chatham Senior Maroons - in 1960 team defeated Trail British Columbia Smoke Eaters to win Allan 

Cup with Copper and goaltender Cesare Maniago emerging as the best performers 

- after retiring from playing in 1961 Copper coached the Junior Maroons and then Chatham Minor Hockey teams until 1974 

- continues to live in Chatham 



Arthur Pelkev (1883-1921) 

This native of Dover Township, whose original name was Arthur Peltier, was considered 
at one time to be one of the best boxers in the world. He stood 6’ 2” tall, weighed 210 
pounds, and had a reach of 78 inches. He was bom in 1883 and died in 1921. 

-1910 - fought his first professional fight in Boston against Kent Salisbury which ended 
in a draw - former World Champion, Tommy Bums, a Canadian himself began to 
train Arthur hoping he would become the “Great White Hope” 

- 1911-13 - fought 20 times around the world with 17 victories, 1 draw, 1 no-decision, and 
only 1 loss 

- May 24, 1913 - fought Luther McCarthy in Calgary for the World White Heavyweight 
Championship - at 1:40 of first round, Pelkey hit McCarthy lightly on the chin and 
what looked like a meaningless right to the chest - McCarthy collapsed and died in the 

ring - death was determined to be as a result of a fall from a horse 2 days before the fight - Pelkey and Bums were 
subsequently charged with manslaughter but were later exonerated - as World White Champion, was considered as 
contender for the World Championship held by Jack Johnson, but he was not the same after McCarthy’s death 

- Jan. 1, 1914 - lost his next fight and his championship to Gunboat Smith in San Fransisco 

- 1914-20 - lost next 9 fights including one to Jack Dempsey 

-1920 - in his last fight, fought to a draw with Peter Jackson in Chatham - retired from fighting and became a police officer in 
Windsor, Ontario 

- Feb. 18,1921 - died as a result of “sleeping sickness” at his home in Windsor at age 38 
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Doug Allin (1923- ) 

In 1946 Doug was one of the original organizers of the Chatham Minor Baseball 
Association and for the next 25 years sat on the executive, ran leagues, and coached travel 
Championships and eight Ontario Championships. He also found time to coach tennis and 
girls’ basketball as well as referee basketball in the late 1940’s. Doug was also involved in 
politics, serving 10 years as city alderman and 6 as mayor of Chatham. Over the years he 
has received numerous awards of recognition for his contributions to his community. 

Coaching Highlights - 1946 - one of original organizers of CMBA - began coaching 
bantams at Stirling Park 

- 1951 to 1968 - moved to Kinsmen Park and ran pee wee baseball program, organizing 
leagues and tournaments and coaching travel teams 

- 1957 - coached first of 5 consecutive Ontario Pee Wee “AAA” Championship teams and 
then in 1965 won a sixth Ontario Pee Wee Championship 

-1969 to 1971 coached juvenile travel teams to two Ontario Championships and one runner-up finish 
Awards and Recognitions - 1959 - Coach of the year for Chatham Sports 

- 1962 - made an Honorary Kinsmen for Contribution to Amateur Sports 

- 1966 - Provincial Award for Contribution to Amateur Sports - Sertoma Club “Service to Mankind Award” for Contribution 

to Amateur Sports 

- 1974 - Humanitarian Award from congregation of A.M.E. Church for Contribution to Amateur Sports 

- 1977 and 2002 - received Queen’s Medal for Service to Country and Municipality including sports 

- 1980 - Royal Canadian Legion Certificate of Merit for Contribution to Amateur Sports 

- 1978 - tennis courts by John McGregor S.S. named after him by City of Chatham in recognition of his contribution to sports 
Hall of Fame - 1984 called first meeting of Chatham Sports Hall of Fame, was named chairman and served for 3 years - since 

the resurrection of the Hall in 1998 to present, served on the new Board of Directors 



Ross Babcock (1916-1964) 

In the early 1950’s Chatham Minor Hockey and Chatham Minor Baseball Associations 
were in their infancies. Ross Babcosk was one of the leaders who stepped forward and 
used his organizational skills to improve both organizations at the executive level and at 
the coaching level. For almost 5 years from 1950 to 1955, he implemented many positive 
changes to the fledgling groups, but unfortunately because of 2 heart attacks, the second 
one being fatal, his efforts although extremely significant were cut short. 

Chatham Minor Hockey - 1950 to 1955 coached teams each year - 1952 was a director of 
Minor Hockey, 1953 was chosen as vice-president, and in 1954 was president - during 
this period, chaired committees to set up a grading system for players, to provide rules 
of conduct, and set up general rules for the association - represented Chatham at Ontario 
Minor Hockey Conference, organized first referee pool, organized a dinner of 
appreciation for coaches, managers, and referees, was registrar, and was in charge of 
publicity and allocation of extra ice time - proposed and helped implement the concept of 
a full-time coach for all teams - after first heart attack in February of 1955, resigned as 
chairman -1960 after returning to the Association, proposed, with Bob Ostrom, and then 
chaired a committee to implement a clinic system to teach skills to all youngsters - also recommended splitting leagues into 
A and B categories so that players were competing at equal levels, having all-star teams from one level compete against 
teams from a higher level, and wearing same colour uniforms for all all-star teams 

Chatham Minor Baseball - 1950 to 1955 - coached teams every year as well as convened one of the houseleagues each year 

- 1952 served as president of the Association - during this period, was instrumental in getting Jaycees to provide funds to 
build Jaycee Park for the squirt league, and in getting the Kinsmen to build diamonds at Kinsmen Park for pee wee baseball 

- proposed the hiring of a professional coach and in 1953 Jack Fairs was hired and the program became very successful 
Awards and Recognitions - 1951 Charter Member of Chatham Minor Hockey Association - 1952 Kinsman of the Year 

- August 1, 1952 Chatham Daily News Sportsman of the Week - 1955 made Life Member of Chatham Minor Hockey

Skating Association (CFSA). During his long tenure as Finance Chairman for CFSA, 
he was responsible for establishing and maintaining a financially stable organization 
that has been able to financially assist in the development of skaters to compete at 
National and World competitions. He was also a judge, referee, and team leader 
representing Canada throughout the world.

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1953 Chatham Branch 431 Legion Bantam Baseball Team 

This team, made up of the best players in the Legion Bantam City League, was the first Chatham Minor Baseball Team to 
win an Ontario Baseball Association Championship and it was done in a time when there were no divisions based on 
population which made it all the more challenging. The key to that initial success was the hiring of Jack Fairs to provide 
clinics for Minor Baseball and to coach the bantams. In the OBA Playdowns the bantams defeated Sarnia 2 games to 0, 
Windsor 2 games to 1, and London 2 games to 1 to advance to the semi-finals. In sudden death games the Bantams defeated 
Hamilton 19-6 and in the finals, they defeated Oshawa 6-4. As a result of the Bantam’s success, the recreation department 
decided to continue the practice of hiring a full-time coach and for many years after that, Chatham Minor Baseball teams had 
unprecedented success in winning OBA championships. Team members were Larry Babcock, Tom Burke, Don Craven, Jim 
Crawford, Larry Dekoning, Grant Dickie, Bill Everitt, Archie Harrogate, A1 Hinnegan, Lou Holly, Lloyd Howard, John 
Isreals, Eddie Kucera, Larry Mills, Chris Mitchell, George Montague, Danny Maruoka, Ray Reaume, Glenn Mills (batboy), 
Ross Babcock (assistant coach), Alex Montague (assistant coach), and Jack Fairs (coach). 


1937-38 Chatham Senior Maroons 

These Maroons were the first Chatham team to win an OHA title. In 1937-38 they competed in the Michigan Ontario Amateur 
Hockey league and then entered OHA Playdowns while still finishing MOHL playoffs. In the semi-final 2 out of 3 series they 
beat Kitchener Greenshirts 2 games to I and in the finals they eliminated Niagara Falls Cataracts in 2 straight games to 
become OHA Senior “B” Champions. It was the first time in 20 years of competition that a Chatham team had won an OHA 
title. They then went on to compete for the Allan Cup beating the Intermediate “A” Champion Preston Riversides in 2 straight 
games before dropping a total goals series 1-1 and 5-0 to the Northern winners Falconbridge Falcons in the All-Ontario finals.

1982-85 Hendricks and Panic Racing Team 

Panic Racing was first formed in 1974 and did very well from the onset while racing at South Buxton, Ridge Raceway, and 
Windsor. However, in 1982 the “Panic ‘09 Racing Team” was reborn with 5 owners, Don Hendricks, as driver, and Wally 
Bennett, Andy DeHaan , Mike Kastoff, and Louis Vanderlinden as crew. In the first year the team set a South Buxton track 
record of 17:59 which still stands in 2002 and also were season champions. In 1983 Dennis Carey and Richard Badiuk joined 
the team and Panic again was season champ at South Buxton. In late ‘83 and early ‘84 they won 13 consecutive races until a 
crash sidelined “09”. Through hard work the car was put back on the track and, at the Ridge Raceway, was voted “Best 
Appearing Late Model Car”, it won the Endurance Race, and captured the season championship. In addition, the team was 
second in points at South Buxton. Prior to the 1985 season Bennett retired and Roy Fleming joined the team. All agreed that 
this would be the last year for the team and it turned out to be very successful. At South Buxton, they won the most checkered 
flags (22), they carried top points position throughout the season, the car won “Best Engineered Race Car”, and Don 
Hendricks was chosen “Most Popular Driver”. After that season, Hendricks journeyed out on his own and the rest of the team 
retired. 


1974-75 John McGregor Boys Basketball Team 

In 1973 OFSAA went to 3 divisions, “AAA”, “AA”, and “A”. In the 1974-75 season the John McGregor Secondary School 
Boys Basketball team became the first Chatham school team to win a provincial championship when they defeated 
Woodstock College Ave. 65-45 in the final game in Timmins, thereby winning the OFSAA “AA” Tournament. Coached by 
Larry Lahey, the team went undefeated in league, play-off, and OFSAA play. They were 33-8 overall as they took on all 
comers during the season and beat some of the top ranked “AAA” teams in the province. They defeated Tillsonburg Glendale 
who came third at OFSAA “AAA” 51-48 to win the Purple and White tournament at the University of Western Ontario. They 
defeated Windsor W.D. Lowe who came second at OFSAA “AAA” 86-72 to win Chatham’s first SWOSSAA championship.

Wilfred “Boomer” Harding (1915-92) 


Boomer Harding was an extraordinarily talented, all round athlete who 
excelled at baseball, hockey, soccer, and softball. Unfortunately, being bom in 
1915, he participated at a time when Blacks were not readily accepted. He faced 
prejudice head on and won the respect and friendship of many of his team mates, 
opponents, and sports fans across Ontario. Many believe that, if the time had been 
right. Boomer could have competed at a major league level in either baseball or 
hockey. For 50 years he participated at a very high level in a wide variety of sports 
and left a legacy of courage, pride, determination, and sportsmanship. 

Baseball - beginning in 1933 at age 17 and continuing for over 20 years, starred for 
teams in Chatham and Kingston who regularly competed for district and 
provincial championships - most notably were the 1934 Chatham Colored All 
Stars who were OBA Intermediate “B” Champions, the 1939 Colored All 
Stars who were OBA Intermediate “A” Championship finalists, the 1948 
Chatham Hadley Lumber team who were OBA Intermediate “A” Champions, 
and the 1957 Blenheim Braves who were OBA Intermediate “C” 
Championship finalists 

Hock ey - beginning in high school in 193land continuing for over 20 years, starred 
for teams in Chatham, London, and Kingston who competed for district and 
provincial championships - most notably were the 1934-35 and 1935-36 
Chatham Vocational School who were two-time WOSSAA Champions, the 
1943-44 London Army team that won the OH A Intermediate “A” 
Championship, the 1945-46 Canadian Army Group “D” Red Wings that 
toured Scotland, the 1945-46 Petrolia Oilers who were OHA Championship 
finalists, the 1946-47 Windsor Staffords of the International Amateur Hockey 
League where he became the first Black player to play at the Detroit 
Olympia, and the early 1950’s Chatham Golds who regularly competed for 
OHA Championships
